Rabbinic 

Ruminations 


As  you  read  this  Bulletin  we  are 
about  two  weeks  into  Sefirat 
HaOmer,  the  Counting  of  the 
Omer.  The  omer  is  a  grain  measure¬ 
ment,  but  instead  of  weighing  barley,  we 
are  counting  days  -  the  days  between  the 
beginning  of  Passover  and  the  holiday  of 
Shavuot,  which  falls  seven  weeks  later. 

Why  do  we  count?  The  simplest 
answer  is  because  the  Torah  commands 
us  to.  While  that  may  be  a  justification, 
it  is  no  explanation. 

Passover  and  Shavuot  are  related 
agriculturally:  both  are  spring  harvest 
festivals. 

They  are  also  connected  on  another 
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level:  Passover  celebrates  our  freedom, 
and  Shavuot,  the  traditional  date  for  the 
beginning  of  the  revelation  of  the  Torah, 
gives  our  newfound  freedom  a  frame¬ 
work  and  context.  But  these  important 
interrelationships  still  don’t  explain 
why  it  is  so  important  to  count  the  days 
from  one  festival  to  the  other. 

I  think  the  reason  that  we  count  is 
to  try  to  help  us  forge  a  connection 
between  one  of  our  most  popular  and 
universally  observed  holidays,  Passover, 
and  perhaps  an  even  more  important, 
but  nevertheless  neglected  holiday, 
Shavuot. 


What  does  Shavuot  offer  us?  It  pro¬ 
vides  us  with  an  opportunity  to  study, 
an  occasion  to  ponder  the  meaning  of 
revelation  and  the  eternal  values  and 
truths  of  the  Torah.  It  is  a  holiday  for 
reflection,  for  exercising  our  intellect. 
By  rights,  this  should  be  the  most 
important  and  meaningful  of  our  holi¬ 
days,  but  it  engenders  little  enthusiasm. 
Why?  Because  however  much  we  may 
take  pride  in  ourselves  for  intellectua' 
gifts,  for  our  superiority  over  all  other 
animal  life  -  for  all  our  sophistication- 
we  are  still  very  much  creatures  who  are

moved  by  and  require  simple,  concrete, 
tangible  rites. 

By  contrast,  Passover  is  a  holiday  of 
action  and  commotion,  of  extensive 
preparation,  of  sights  and  aromas-and  of 
fond  memories.  Passover  has  us  firmly 
in  its  grasp  through  a  combination  of 
emotion  and  ritual. 

When  we  count  from  Passover  to 
Shavuot  we  use  the  manifold  rituals  of 
Passover  as  a  bridge  to  a  holiday  that  is 
utterly  devoid  of  rituals. 

Why  is  this  bridge  so  important? 
Because  Judaism  is  a  religion  of  dynam¬ 
ic  tensions:  between  one’s  personal 
needs  and  society’s,  between  law  and 
love,  and  between  faith/intellect  and 
acts/ritual,  between  Passover  and 
Shavuot.  As  individuals,  our  inclina¬ 
tions  are  invariably  toward  one  more 
than  the  other.  But  we  must  always 
strive  to  maintain  a  delicate  balance 
between  two  extremes  or  competing  val¬ 
ues. 

So  I  invite  you  to  start  counting  the 
Omer  now  (you’ll  find  the  count  on 
every  Jewish  calendar  and  the  appropri¬ 
ate  prayer  on  Page  237  in  Siddur  Sim 
Shalom )  in  an  effort  to  redress  the 
imbalance  between  Passover  and 
Shavuot.  And  while  you’re  at  it,  mark 
Shavuot  on  your  calendar  as  well  (it 
begins  on  Thursday  evening,  June  5), 
and  celebrate  your  intellectual  gifts  and 
the  gift  of  our  Torah.

Rothschild  Library 

Book  of  the  Month:  The  Righteous: 
The  Unsung  Heroes  of  the  Holocaust  by 
Martin  Gilbert. 

Books  have  been  written  about  indi¬ 
viduals  who  risked  their  own  safety  to 
aid  Jews  in  Nazi-occupied  Europe.  Yet 
this  comprehensive  examination  by 
noted  historian  Martin  Gilbert,  recount¬ 
ed  largely  through  first-person  accounts 
by  Jews  who  were  rescued,  is  an  impor¬ 
tant  contribution.  The  thumbnail 
sketches  of  rescuers,  their  methods  and, 
in  some  cases,  the  horrors  they  endured 
as  a  result  of  their  courageous  choices 
have  not  previously  been  gathered  into 
one  volume. 


The  result  of  25  years  of  research 
sparked  by  witnessing  Oskar  Schindler’s 
1974  funeral  procession  in  Jerusalem, 
Gilbert’s  country-by-country  examina¬ 
tion  reveals  as  much  about  quiet  dissent 
in  Nazi-occupied  Europe  as  it  does 
about  the  human  spirit.  “For  anyone 
who  is  honored  today  for  saving  Jewish 
lives,  there  were  ten  or  more  who  did 
the  same,”  says  one  rescuer. 

In  Vilna,  a  German  officer,  Maj.  Karl 
Plagge,  protected  Jews  from  1939  until 
1944  by  employing  them  in  his  motor 
vehicle  repair  park.  In  Germany,  a 
young  slave  laborer,  her  feet  frozen  from 
working  outdoors  in  the  snow,  was 
given  a  pair  of  shoes  by  an  elderly  cou¬ 
ple  in  a  remote  wooded  area;  she  never 
learned  their  names.  The  number  of 
accounts  is  overwhelming,  and  fitting 
them  all  into  one  volume  requires  that 
each,  to  a  degree,  be  given  short  shrift. 
But  the  very  fact  that  there  were  so 
many  tales  of  courage  is  reason  to  take 
heed  of  this  heartening  aspect  of  one  of 
history’s  darkest  moments.  [From:

How  fitting  it  is  that  the  Women’s 
Evening  Group  of  the  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  should  have  as  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  its  annual  Shabbat  service  The 
Fourth  Commandment:  Remember  the

Furthermore,  Francine  explores  the 
broad  dimensions  of  the  Sabbath,  drawing 
heavily  on  her  personal  experiences  as  well 
as  her  knowledge  of  the  Bible  and  the 
Talmud  and  their  classical  and  modern 
commentaries,  on  the  early  teachings  and 
legends  that  make  up  the  midrash,  and  on 
various  mystical  sources  that  add  depth  and 
texture  to  our  understanding  of  this  ancient 
and  hallowed  tradition. 

Francine  Klagsbrun  has  written 
numerous  books  and  articles  on  social,  reli¬ 
gious,  and  family  issues.  Her  other  works 
include  Jewish  Days:  A  Book  of  Jewish  Life 
and  Culture  Around  the  Year;  Mixed 
Feelings:  Love,  Hate,  Rivalry  and 
Reconciliation  Among  Brothers  and 
Sisters;  Married  People:  Staying  Together 
in  the  Age  of  Divorce;  and  Voices  of 
Wisdom:  Jewish  Ideals  and  Ethics  for 
Everyday  Living.

The  Cantors  Assembly,  the  profes¬ 
sional  organization  of  over  450 
cantors  in  the  Conservative  move¬ 
ment  worldwide,  will  be  honoring  both 
Cantor  David  Lefkowitz  and  Cantor 
Nancy  Abramson  with  historic  distinc¬ 
tion  at  its  convention  in  Los  Angeles  on 
May  14th. 

Cantor  David  Lefkowitz  will  receive 
the  prestigious  David  Putterman  Award 
for  Lifetime  Achievement  in  the 
Cantorate,  acknowledging  his  accom¬ 
plishments  in  the  name  of  Hazzan 
Putterman,  who  was  David  Lefkowitz’s 
immediate  predecessor  at  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue.  Cantor  Putterman  estab¬ 
lished  the  Cantors  Assembly  in  1947  and 
served  in  it  in  various  capacities  for  sev¬ 
eral  decades. 

Now  Cantor  Nancy  Abramson  will 
continue  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
tradition  of  its  cantors  holding  promi¬ 
nent  positions  within  the  Conservative 
movement.  She  has  been  elected  to  the 
Executive  Board  of  the  Cantors 
Assembly,  in  the  office  of  secretary.
